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Bat befides this mifchief from poifonous Exhalations, Stagna- 
tion of the Air, or Water impregnated with minerall 
they fometimesperifhby other ways. For there being in thefe 
Mines an incredible malt of wood tofapport the Pitts and the 
Horizontal paflfages >( the Ptttei and Cmiculi ) in all places but 
where ’cis Rocky, men are fometimesdeftroy'd by the wood fee 
on fire. And in the Gold-mine at Chremnitz, the wood was once 
fee on fire by the carelefnefsof a boy, and 50 Miners fmothc- 
red thereby; who were all taken out but one, that was after¬ 
wards found to be dififolv’d by the Vitrioll water, nothing efca- 
ping either of flefh or bones but only fome of his doaths. I 
am &c.

A Chronological Aeconrpt 

Of the fever al Incendium’s or Fires of Houyt ^tna, 

T He prefent Fire of cs£tna , (whereof ther» was lately a 
Relation printed here in the Savoy)m\\ make it appear not 
imfeafoaable to refl back upon former Ages, and to colled 
'from Hiftory the feverall Eruptions hapned there, together 
with the times of them, and fome obfervations recorded by Au¬ 
thors concerning the fame. 

To pafs by what is related by Berofus , Orpheus and other 
kfs credible Authors, about the Eruptions of this Mountain , 
both at the time of the ingrefs of the Ionian Colonies into Si¬ 
cily , and that of the Argonautes (which latter was in the nth 
Age before the Chriftianaccount 5 ) we fhall fiift take notice of 
that, which happen’d at the time of the Expedition of tAintas % 
who being terrified by the fire of this then burning Mountain, 

Ifland 5 whereof Virgil 1 , 3, t/Eneid. gives this notable 
defcription ; 

Jgnarique vh , Cjdopm allabmur oris , 

Tortus abaccefin vent or urn immotus et ingens , 

Jpfe fed horrificis juxta tonat nA,tna minis, 

Inter dumqtte ethm frerumph ad athera rmbem

After this we find in Thucydides , that in the 76, Olympiad t 
which is about 476. before Ctirift, there was aaother Fire , and 
about 50. years after that, another. 

Then, in the time of the Roman c onfalls there haped four E 
ruptions cJ^tna , recorded by Diodorus Siculus and Polybius, 
Thencxt was in the time of Cafar, related by thefaid 
Diodorus to have been fo feirce, that the Sea about Lipara 
(in iflana neere Sicily ) by iy fervent heat burnt the Ships, and 
kill’d all Fifties thereabout. 

Another we read of in the Reign of Caligula , about 40. years 
after Chrift, which was fo dreadful, that it nude that Empe- 
rour, then being in Sicily , to fly for it. 

About the Martyrdome oftheRom'fh S. Agatha it burned 
againevtry fiercely $ though fume fay, that by venue of her 
iaterceflion it was ftay\i from reaching Catania. 

Againe ic burnt A. C. 812. in the Reign of Charles M. 
Then from the year 1160 to 1 669. whole Sicily was (to¬ 
ken with many terrible Eirth-qu,ikes, and the Ei options of the 
fame Mountain deftroyed a vj ft trad of inhabited land round 
ab our ir,and reacht as far as Catania 5 the Cathedral of which it 
deftroy’d,and the relignifs men living in it. 

Aga'.ne,in the year 1284.chere happened another terrible fire 
abou r the time of the death of Charles king of Sicily and Arragon % 
A. 1329 untill 1333. there was another. A, 140?. another, 
A. 1444- another, which lifted till 1447, 

A. 1536. another, which lifted a year. 

A. 1633, another, continuing feveral years. 

A. 1650. it burnt onthe North-Eift-fide, and vomited fo 
much fire, that by the fiery Torrents, eaufed thereby, great 
devaluation was made, as Kirchcr relates in his Mstndas fubttr- 
rancus ♦, whofe afftftance we hive alfo made ufe ofin the fore¬ 
going Chronology together with that o' Philetheus. 

The fame Author, having been in Sicily hi nfelf, obferveth, 
that the people of Catania , digging for Pumice- ft >nes, do find 
atthedepthof 100 palmcs(which is about 68. fee*^ ftreet; ns- 
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ved with Marble, and many footfteps of Antiquity * an argument, that 
Towns have ftood there in former ages, which have been overwhelmed by 
the Matter caftoutof this Mountain. They have alfo found feveral Bridges 
ofPumice-ftones , doubtlefs made by the flux of the fiery Torrents, the 
Earth being very much raifed fince. 

Now whether thefe Eruptions are caufed by aftual fubteraneous Fires, 
lighting upon combuftible matter; or by Fire ftruck out of falling and 
breaking {tones, whofe fparks meet with Nitro-fulphureous or other in- 
flamable fubftance* heap’d together in the bowels of the Earth, and by 
the expanfive violence of the Fire forc’d to take more room, and fo burf- 
ting out with the impetuofity we fee j may not be unworthy of a Phi- 
lofopher’s {peculation.

Englijhed it out of French , lately printed at Paris, -where the Body 
was opened. 

ThisFiguref which in the Cut here annex'd is the II.) reprfe nts the two

by an extraordinary contrivance of Nature, that the True one had con* 
cei ved eleven feverall times, viz. 7. males and 4. femals, all born at 
the fulltime, and all perfedly well form’d but they were at laft follow’d 
by a brother yet a fat us , that was conceiv’d in an adjund Vterus , in a 
place fo little capable of diftenfion,that feeking enlargement.after it had cau¬ 
fed to the Mother for two months and an half grievous fymptoms, did at 
laft, being of the age of about 3. or 4. months, break prifon, and found 
its grave in that of its mother, by a very great effufion of blood in the 
whole capacity of her abdomen ^ which caft the mother intofuch violent 
convulfive motions for 3. days together, that (he dyed of them. Where, 
upon the faid Vaffal, after, having embalmed the parts, he had made 
at his houfefor a whole month together the particular difledion thereof, 
before all the moft Curious and knowing Phyfitians, Chirurgeons, Apo¬ 
thecaries, Mid-wifes, and other Searchers of Nature, that are in Paris, 
thought good to preferve the Hiftory thereof by committing it and the 
Figure of the parts fpoken of, to thePrefs, together with a Table, for 
better explanation; which we think fit here to annex in Latin :
